The Board of Directors submits herewith the Report of the 
Company and its subsidiaries, together with the Consoli- 
dated Balance Sheet and related financial statements for 
the twelve-month period ended December 31, 1970 and 
the report of the auditors. 


SUMMARY OF RESULTS 


Sales of $196,500,000 for the fiscal period compare with 
$168,000,000 for the twelve-month period ending October 
31, 1969 and with $184,700,000 for the fourteen-month 
period ending December 31, 1969. The sales figure is the 
highest ever achieved by the Company. 

Net earnings for the year were $6,716,000, equal to $2.60 
per share after providing for income taxes in the amount of 
$5,486,000 and $3,788,000 for depreciation. Included in 
earnings was a non-recurring extraordinary item of 
$1,081,000 arising from the sale of properties no longer 
required. The 36% improvement in after-tax earnings and 
before the inclusion of the extraordinary item, over the 
twelve-month period reported last year, was mainly 
attributable to the increased sales and improved cost per- 
formance on completed contracts. 

Dividends of $2,585,000 were paid at the rate of 20¢ per 
quarter plus a year-end extra of 20¢ for a total of $1.00 
per share. 

Bookings of new work during the year were about 7% 
lower than the previous period, however, the dollar 
backlog of work on hand remained about the same at 
$150,000,000. 


BUSINESS CONDITIONS 


Although the Company has plants and divisions which 
provide a wide variety of products and services, we derive 
the greater part of our sales from the following four groups: 
fabricated steel and its erection; the manufacture of steel 
at Manitoba Rolling Mills and the distribution of steel from 
our twelve steel service centres ; mechanical and platework 
products, fabricated by our Industrial Products Division at 
Montreal, Manitoba Bridge & Engineering and other 
plants, and the products manufactured by the Provincial 
Crane Division; and the design and construction of 
package buildings and the erection of machinery and 
other on-site services for customers. 


The following comments relate to these product groups: 


1 Fabricated Steel and its Erection 
Orders booked during the last quarter in 1969 resulted in 


substantial backlogs being carried into 1970. During the 
first six months of 1970, bookings continued to be com- 
paratively strong but during the last six months of the year 
the markets declined as a result of the general down-turn 
in the Canadian economy. 

Ontario, Alberta and British Columbia had active markets, 
although the strikes in British Columbia created problems. 
Our weakest markets were the Prairie provinces and par- 
ticularly Saskatchewan where construction activity was 
very low; the Maritimes and Quebec were weak, however, 
work obtained in the United States and at Churchill Falls 
contributed to activity in the Quebec plants. 

The steel supply situation was good during the year, 
especially from the domestic mills. Production costs 
decreased due to the continuing program of expenditures 
on new equipment and methods. 


2 Stee! Manufacture and Stee! Distribution 

Our operations at the Manitoba Rolling Mills in Selkirk, 
Manitoba were affected by the low levels of general con- 
struction activity on the Prairies. This plant produces large 
quantities of reinforcing bar steel and the demand for this 
product was low throughout most of 1970. The results of 
this Division were also affected by the increase in the 
price of steel scrap, particularly from the United States. 

The sales from our Steel Service Centres increased over 
the previous year. Steel was available for prompt delivery 
with the improvement in sales partially attributable to 
customers desiring to reduce inventories by purchasing 
supplies from Service Centres. Prices improved slightly and 
the operations were managed in an efficient manner. 


3 Mechanical and Platework Products 

The Industrial Products Division had a busy year. Bookings 
were good and market activity remained at a high level 
throughout 1970. This Division has diversified its product 
capability over the past few years and has created a reputa- 
tion as a supplier of equipment for steel mills, nuclear power 
plants and large incinerator installations. The Division con- 
tinues to maintain a strong position in its more traditional 
lines of endeavour. 

The Provincial Crane Division was not quite as active 
during 1970 which was reflected in its overall results in 
comparison to the previous year. However, it is entering 
1971 with an improved backlog of work on hand and we 
expect it will have a busy year. 

Platework and mechanical products are also produced at 
many of our other plants, including Manitoba Bridge & 
Engineering, and their markets tended to be influenced by 
local conditions. The Alberta Branch had a further order 
for large barges for service on the Mackenzie River and 
this added considerably to its volume during the year. 


4 Package Buildings and Construction Services 

This is a comparatively new venture. The Buildings Divis- 
ion is engaged in the total construction of certain types of 
building projects for customers and during the year 1970 
several successful projects were completed. The current 
backlog of contracts is reduced, however, as a result of the 
general economic conditions. 


Our reputation in delivering these ‘turn-key’ projects is 
becoming well known and we believe that the demand for 
this type of work will increase. 

Many of our fabricating branches have enlarged the 
scope of their construction departments and are actively 
seeking contracts to erect steel and install machinery for 
customers. These endeavours have proved successful in 
several of our branches and we anticipate that this type of 
business will grow in the future. 


In summary, we were busy throughout 1970 mainly due to 
the strong markets in Ontario and the West during the late 
months of 1969 and the early part of 1970. Construction 
activity declined in the latter part of 1970 and we expect it 
will continue to be slow in the first half of 1971. The in- 
creasing trend toward lower interest rates and the efforts 
by the government to reduce the present high levels of 
unemployment should tend to increase activity in con- 
struction. 


FINANCIAL 


During the fiscal period, the Company continued its efforts 
to control its investment in inventories and accounts 
receivable. The increase in receivables at December 31 
was mainly due to the greater volume of business. The 
increase in inventories was also caused by the increase in 
volume, but a part of the increase was attributable to the 
higher cost of steel scrap for our Manitoba Rolling Mill 
operations. 

At the end of 1969 our Bahamian subsidiary, Span Inter- 
national Ltd., purchased a controlling interest in Cavalier 
Construction Company in Nassau, which Company has 
booked a major share of the commercial building market 
in the Bahamas. This Company in the past year has been 
successful in securing an increased volume of business. 

In November we advised the shareholders that our 
wholly-owned United States subsidiary, Dombrico Inc., 
had entered into negotiations to purchase the business and 
substantially all of the assets of Varco-Pruden Inc., one of 
the leading suppliers of light metal buildings in the United 
States. These negotiations were successfully concluded on 
February 17, 1971 and we look forward to this acquisition 
being a worthwhile addition. Plants are located in Arkansas, 
North Carolina, Wisconsin and California. 

During the year the Company sold a plant in Niagara 
Falls, Ontario which was no longer required by the Provin- 
cial Crane Division. The Company also concluded lengthy 
negotiations to sell the former Ottawa plant property which 
has been vacant land for the past two years. These trans- 
actions resulted in the capital gain of $1,081,000 and pro- 
vided us with the opportunity of employing the proceeds 
advantageously. 

An additional $300,000 of our 64% Sinking Fund deben- 
tures were purchased as a provision towards the discharge 
of future sinking fund requirements. 

In October 1970 the Company repaid the final instal- 
ment ($1,000,000 U.S.) of the $5,000,000 U.S. 5% loan. 

The Company continues to be very concerned with the 
uncertainty regarding tax reform. In our opinion, this is a 


major adverse factor in regard to the investment of capital 
in Canada. It is imperative that investors obtain more 
information regarding the government's intention before it 
will be possible for the construction industry to achieve its 
potential. 


CAPITAL EXPENDITURES 


Capital Expenditures in 1970 amounted to $3,842,000. 
Included in the capital expenditures were the upgrading of 
facilities for the Halifax Steel Service Centre; Beam and 
Column fabrication lines at Montreal, Winnipeg and Van- 
couver; expansion of Shipping Facilities and a further 
extension to the Grating plant at Toronto; the construction 
of anew Machine Shop and the installation of numerically 
controlled equipment at Provincial Crane Division; the 
rehabilitation of the Longue Pointe plant for the Steel 
Service Centre in Montreal ; and a new cleaning and paint- 
ing facility at Vancouver. 

During the past year long range plans have been updated 
for most of our branches and divisions. These will greatly 
assist in the preparation of our future capital expenditure 
budgets and ensure the proper development of our manu- 
facturing facilities. 

With increasing public concern about air and water pol- 
lution, we have reviewed our own requirements in these 
areas. Fortunately, problems arising from our operations 
are of a minor nature, and we continue to develop programs 
to reduce and eventually eliminate these conditions. 

To assist our emphasis on selling more work in the field 
of Construction Services, we have continued the moderni- 
zation of our fleet of construction cranes. Prior to 1965, of a 
fleet of some fifty operating cranes, only three could lift 
more than fifty tons and only two were hydraulic cranes. 
We now have eight hydraulic cranes and ten cranes capable 
of lifting sixty tons or more. Of these, three are 100 ton 
capacity and two are 140 ton capacity. 

An unexpended authorized amount of $1,382,000 for 
capital items is being carried forward into 1971. 


ENGINEERING AND RESEARCH 


The Company’s present and future position in Canadian 
industry depends to a large extent on its engineering 
capabilities. The Company continues to rely on branch and 
corporate engineering staffs skilled in the fields of design, 
welding, materials engineering and construction engineer- 
ing as related to our various products. The majority of this 
capability is used to develop the engineering requirements 
of our customers, or their consultants, to the degree neces- 
sary to fabricate and construct the required product. We 
continue to see a trend in customer demand for products 
based on the ‘design and build’ concept. We have com- 
plied with this trend by turning some of our efforts towards 
conceptual engineering as well as that required for the pro- 
duction of the product. We have strengthened our staffs 
accordingly, as well as making use of appropriate product 
licensing agreements and, on occasion, retaining qualified 
consulting engineering and architectural firms. This shift in 
engineering emphasis, while satisfying customer demand, 


also results in a broadened engineering perspective and 
better engineering control of our contracts. 

The National Research Council continues to support our 
research into certain aspects of steel making control at 
the Manitoba Rolling Mills Division. 

The Company has also continued to pursue an active 
program of applied welding research with direct assistance 
and support from both the National Research Council and 
the American Iron and Steel Institute. We are in the process 
of obtaining patent protection for some of the innovations 
resulting from this research which can be applied directly 
to our own production work and may be licensed to others. 

Our proficiency in welding laboratory work is continuing 
to contribute to the reduction of costs in our production 
welding and also in extending our markets. A recent exam- 
ple was the development of zirconium alloy welding pro- 
cedures which was a significant contributor to our success 
in obtaining a contract for a nuclear reactor calandria for 
Taiwan. 


EMPLOYEE RELATIONS 


During 1970 negotiations were concluded for new two- 
year agreements covering shop employees at our plants in 
Toronto, Sault Ste. Marie and Winnipeg, the Steel Service 
Centre in Toronto, Manitoba Bridge & Engineering Works 
and Eastern Canada Steel & Iron Works Limited. A new 
three-year agreement was negotiated at Manitoba Rolling 
Mills and eighteen-month agreements were negotiated at 
our Calgary and Edmonton plants. In keeping with the 
patterns established in Canadian industry over the past 
year, these settlements were costly. Negotiations for a new 
agreement at our Montreal plant were underway at year- 
end and in 1971 we will be negotiating new agreements at 
our plants in Regina, Vancouver, Amherst, Calgary, Edmon- 
ton, Provincial Crane at Niagara Falls, and at National 
Products Limited in Winnipeg. 

In the construction industry we carry on negotiations 
jointly with other companies. As a result, new agreements 
with various Building Unions were obtained in Nova 
Scotia (3 years), Quebec (3 years) and British Columbia 
(2 years). Highly inflationary wage increases were again 
the major feature of these settlements. In Quebec the 
parties negotiating under Bill 290 were unable to reach 
agreement and a settlement was ultimately imposed by the 
Provincial Government that contains a number of features 
that are of serious concern to employers in the construction 
industry. During 1971 we will be negotiating with our field 
forces for new agreements in Ontario, Manitoba and 
Saskatchewan. 

Legislation providing for “accreditation” or certification 
of employer organizations in the construction industry has 
now been enacted in four provinces (Quebec, British 
Columbia, Alberta and Ontario). This legislation is intended 
to bring about a better balance of bargaining strength in 
the industry and attention is now being given by the indus- 
try in these provinces to the restructuring of provincial 
organizations to make effective use of the legislation. 

During the year new plant safety programs were imple- 
mented and there has been an improvement in lost time 


accident frequency. Continuing emphasis should produce 
even better resuits in 1971. 

As of December 31, 1970 the total number of employees 
was 6,759. Of these 880 were members of the Twenty-five 
Year Club. 


BOARD OF DIRECTORS 


The Board of Directors held ten meetings during the year. 

It is with deep regret that the Directors record the death 
of Mr. W. Culver Riley of Winnipeg on October 16, 1970. 
Mr. Riley had been associated with the Company as a 
Director for fourteen years. His wise counsel and his vast 
knowledge of the business community in Western Canada 
will be greatly missed by his fellow Directors and the 
Management of the Company. 

Your Directors wish to record their thanks and appreci- 
ation to all employees of the Company for their valuable 
contribution to the results of the past year.

AUDITORS’ REPORT 
To The Shareholders 
Dominion Bridge Company, Limited 


We have examined the consolidated balance sheet of Dominion 
Bridge Company, Limited and its subsidiary companies as at 
December 31, 1970 and the consolidated statements of earnings, 
retained earnings and source and application of funds for the year 
then ended. Our examination included a general review of the 
accounting procedures and such tests of accounting records and 
other supporting evidence as we considered necessary in the 
circumstances.

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5. Long term debt 


The Series A debentures are secured by a floating charge on all 
assets of the Company. The trust deed requires the Company to 
provide a sinking fund sufficient to retire $500,000 principal 
amount in each of the years 1971 to 1985 inclusive. To December 
31, 1970 $1,303,000 Series A debentures had been purchased 
for sinking fund purposes at a cost of $1,109,760. The trust deed 
contains covenants with respect to additional funded obligations 
and, in addition, stipulates that cash dividends may be declared 
and paid only to the extent that consolidated earnings retained 
in the business exceed $43,946,000 and provided that consolidated 
net current assets (as defined) shall not be reduced below 
$25,000,000. 


6. Capital stock 


The Company has reserved 100,000 shares of capital stock 
under its stock option plan for certain key employees. Options 
which expire in September 1979 have been granted under the 
plan to acquire 57,000 shares at $12.60 per share of which 34,000 
were granted to officers, some of whom are also directors. To 
December 31, 1970 options for a total of 1,600 shares have been 
exercised, all of which were taken up in 1970. 


7. Commitments 

The estimated unfunded liability as at December 31, 1970 under 
Employees Contributory Pension Plans amounts to $2,346,000. 
This liability is being amortized by equal monthly charges to 
operations and will be liquidated by 1987.

9. Subsequent event 


Agreement has been reached in principle between Dombrico 
Inc., a wholly-owned subsidiary company of Dominion Bridge 
Company, Limited and Varco-Pruden Inc. whereby Dombrico 
Inc. will purchase substantially all of the assets and assume 
certain of the liabilities of Varco-Pruden Inc. for approximately 
$7,000,000.
